While [ fully cousur in the propriety of arreating the
general practice i question, tlusk we should vot extlend
the probibition beyond the requirewonts of sanitary pre-
caution. To do this is to impose on ths citizen woteces.
sary oxj and incony Tho ordivancy before
me seems to ba lablo to this oblection.  Lhe Cominis-
stonera of Heali b of this city, while prehibiting the gene
ral uso of salt i the streels and on city rallroads, bave,
very properis, 1 thiok, permitted the switches of these
radlronds to be thus frecd trom obetruction, It 8 essen-
tial 1o the prompt woversent of the cars, as well as to
the sofety ond convenience of tioir numcorons
passengers, that these portivns of the rail tracks
showid be alwuy sfree for wstaat oper-bon, Iy 8 well
known that it s almost impessiblo to secura this rosult
otherwise than by the use of salt,

It appesrs 1o o that the considerations which call [or

the prohibition of ihe general use of salt in the sireets
do not apply with any force to the trifling arca ocoupled
by the railrosd swilches, As to sny offoct on the atmmos-
phere, it is evilent that it could haedly be perceptible;
and ag to injury Lo pedestrians and borses, it L difffealt o
eonceive how any serfons Larin eonld result from these
small spots of galled surfaces, whiclh way be g0 readily
avoided or lustantly puseed over.
Viewing the mutior in this Yght, 1 am clearly of the
opinion that the sale wad conveuiunt bruuak of pas-
sengers  over the clty ralroads will be  betler
secured by parmitting thiz pragtice, while it will aveid
subjecting to unnecessary burders an important interest,
whicse busiiess constitules a greal dig convenisnee.

But another objection oxisis to the omission from the
o:dinance of thig provision as to the switelics, 1t & very
degirable that there ghould bo hurmony efaetion botween
the Common Council nnd the Commissioners of Healtn.
The lntter body, after having frer miade the probibition
general, upon 3 careful resew of the quesiion, became
satistied ol the sately amd proprioty of makisg the cxcep-
tion roferred to. It 12 huped that a reconsidoration of the
mattor may lead the honorable the Cornmon Couneil to the
same conciusion, sad that they may salely yield the
paint at iesue without hezard to the publie bealll or
detriment to othor lteresis.

0 pass (e any furm, tha existing ordinnnes and the reso-
lutious of the Comnitasioners of Health, with the action
of the City lospoctor thereon, will, 1 my jlgment, be
amply sullictent to proeveat the use of salt in all cascs
exoept on raiiroad ©witchis.

—No material change from last weck, except in
the loans, which arc declining rapidly, partly from
the contraction of business. BHome of the banks
are selling their government sixea in open market.
It is presumed that the specie average is a declin-
ing one; the public were prepared for a larger de-
crease than is ehown above. The grent difficulty
with regard to specie is that our imports are be-
coning too heavy agoin, and our exports are fail-
ing off; a state ol things which creates a demand
for specie and enables speculators to put up the
market. The remuarksin this morning's HEraLp
on the subject of call loans on epecie meet the ap-
proval of our leading bankers. A bank which
lends money on call would be capable of selling
government stock short, or doing any other dis-
reputable act.

The money market continues very easy. Brokers
horrow all they wantat3 a ¢ per cent, and first
class paper sells at about the same rate.

The foreign exchange warket was paralyzed to-
day by the news from Fort Donelson and the de-
cline in gold. Tt opened firm at 11534 for sterling
and 4,90 for franes, but fell off a8 soon sa the
news was received to 115, nt or about which
figure it closed. The probability that Bavapnah
has fallen was the subject of much comment in
forcign baunkihg circles, A lurge quantity of cot-
ton is known to bestored in and about Savannah
and wonld eome to market in the event of the
vity falling into loyal liands. Seme sanguine
speoulators predict a reopening of the cotton
trade by the 1st of March. Gold fell to-day to 3%
a ¥, with heavy sales. The speculators weie
afraid the market would give way under
them, and wisely realized their profits. A

notion is entertained that gold will rise

to 8 a 10 per cent by end by. We do not
believe anything of the kind. The sucoesses of
our armies, and the absence of any legitimate de-
maud for the gold we have—cxcept for export—
will probably prevent speculators getting the pre.
minm up beyond five per cent at any time.

The stock market naturally felt the effect of the
extraordinary combination of good nows to-day.
The leading bull speculators distributed their or-
ders so 88 to impart an appearance of activity to
the market. But we cannot learn that they suc.
ceeded in inducing the public to become buyers to
any extegt. Bome of the commission brokers re.
port that their customers are availing themselves
of the present high prices to sell their stocks; but
the general reply to inquiries is, that they are
doing nothing, waiting for the market to fall in
order to buy stocks. It seems to be pretty well
understood at the commission houses that
& very large amount of stock 18 hold in
a few handa, and will come into the mar-
ket, probably within a few days, to be sold for
what it will command.
